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Brief dogfight over Lebanon 

IAF jets down Syrian MiGs

Israel Air Force fighters yesterday 
\ shot down two Syrian 1V0G-23S war- 
planes that were attempting to inter- 
fere with a routing IAF reconnaiss- 
ance patrol over Lebanese territory. 
All the Israeli planes returned safely 
to base. 

IAF Commander Aluf (Maj.- 
Gen.) Amos Lapidot said the Sy- 
rians have stepped up attempts in 
recent weeks to interfere with these 
patrols. 

Israel had attempted to avoid a 
confrontation, but the Syrians were 
intent on a head-on clash yesterday 
and the IAF had no choice but to 
protect its planes. Lapidot said in an 


interview on Israel Radio (story 
page 2). 

The air battle began at about 11.15 
a.ra. over Lebanon 10 kilometres 
west of the Syrian border and ended 
seconds later with two MiGs. hit by 
air-to-air missiles, going down in 
Syria in the area of Nabek 80 
kilometres north of Damascus. 
There was no word on the fate of the 
pilots. 

A Syrian military spokesman 
made no mention of any losses, but 
said their MiGs drove off two Israeli 
F-15 fighters “who violated Syrian 
airspace in the vicinity of Nabek. 
The intruders withdrew towards the 
occupied territories without achiev- 


ing their objective." 

Praising the IAF~s performance. 
Prime Minister Peres said it was not 
possible to discern any pattern be- 
hind tin isolated incident of this na- 
ture. 

Defence Minister Rabin, who is in 
Los Angeles, said yesterday that 
Israel would continue its reconnaiss- 
ance flights over Lebanon. He 
warned That Israel would have no 
alternative but to attack any Syrian 
planes which challenge these Israeli 
intelligence-gathering flights. 

Yesterday's air battle with the 
Syrian Air Force was the first since 
June 1982 when two MiG-23s were 
iCootimied an Page 2.

; Treasuiy baffled by 
easing of recession

The economic recession is easing, 
according to figures released in the 
past few weeks, leaving the Treasury 
and economic ministries in consider- 
able confusion. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, unemployment has not in- 
creased, but actually went down in 
October, according to government 
statistics. 

Furthermore, despite heavy ero- 
sion in real wages and Treasury- 
imposed budgetary restraint, de- 
mand has been picking up in the past 
«few weeks. There has been a marked 
increase both in the imports of con- 
sumer durables and in retail sales. 

Some economic .officials believe 
that the public is using cash dollars to 
finance consumption. 

The rate of unemployment is now 
slightly below the 7 per cent mark, 
compared to 7.7 per cent at the end 
of September. Figures released last 
week by the Bank of Israel show that 
in Ociober there was a 9.6 per cent 
increase in job vacancies as reported 
to labour bureaus. At the same time 
fewer workers refused to accept jobs 
offered to them, and unfilled vacan- 
cies dropped by 32 per cent in Octo- 
7-7-r compared to their level in the 
Jlly-September period. 


The Treasury document states 
that in October, real wages were 
some 20 per cent lower than in June. 
The gross average wage in October 
in dollar terms, was $509 a month. In 
the business sector the average gross 
salary was S544 and in the public 
sector S442. 

Inflation in the last four months 
has reduced the positive impact of 
most of the 25 per cent devaluation 
made in July as part of the govern- 
ment's economic plan. The devalua- 
tion was introduced to curb imports 
and boost exports. 

A Treasury document obtained by 
The Jerusalem Post shows that bv 
October, the shekel's real value had 
increased by 9 per cent relative to the 
dollar, as compared to its value in 
June. The same document shows the 
shekel's real value had increased by 
2 per cent relative to a basket of 
European currencies in the June- 
October period. This means that 
imports have been considerably 
cheapened in the last months rela- 
tive to their prices on the eve of the 
economic plan.

Cabinet may get 
Weizman’s visit

TEL AVIV. - Prime Minister Peres 
Mill ask the next cabinet meeting to 
approve a visit to Egypt by Minister 
without Portfolio Ezer Weizman. 
sources in Weizman s office said last 
night. The issue might even be raised 
today. 

The visit could provoke a new 
coalition dispute, given the opposi- 
tion of Foreign Minister Shamir to 
any trespassing on his territory by 
Weizman. A Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said last night that Sha- 
mir would demand that the matter 
be decided in the inner cabinet, if it is 
raised by Peres. 

**In the inner cabinet, the Likud 
and Labour are evenly divided, 
which means that Shamir can veto 
the trip." the spokesman remarked. 

He reiterated that diplomatic 
affairs are the prerogative of the 
Foreign Ministry, and That an official 
visit to Egypt by Weizman would 
need Shamir's blessing. 

Shamir told a radio interviewer 
yesterday that he did not regard 
Weizman as “a contractor for Egyp- 
tian affairs in the Israeli govern- 
ment." 

Ras Burka murders 
‘not premeditated’ 

CAIRO (AP). - Military prosecu- 
tors have filed charges of murder 
without premeditation against an 
Egyptian policeman accused of kill- 
ing seven Israelis last month at Ras 
Burka. the weekly El-Shaab said 
yesterday. 

Under Egyptian law. murder 
without premeditation is punishable 
by life imprisonment, which can be 
reduced to only 10 years in jail. : 
Premeditated murder is punished by , 
death. !

GENEVA. - As the superpower 
summit moves into its second day 
today, there is little sign that 
either the issue of Soviet Jewry 
or the situation in the Middle 
East will play an important role 
in the discussions between Presi- 
dent Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Reagan and Gorbachev are ex- 
pected to discuss regional conflicts 
this morning and rake up human 
rights during their afternoon meet- 
ing. which is the last scheduled en- 
counter between them. There are 
indications, however, that the two 
sides may meet again tomorrow 
morning if there has been sufficient 
progress to make such a meeting 
worthwhile. 

Administration sources were 
withholding all comment on both 
human rights and regional issues, 
citing the news blackout agreed to 
yesterday by both sides. 

However, statements by National 
Security adviser Robert McFarlane 
during a press conference Monday 
night seemed to indicate that neither 
issue would be a high priority for the 
Americans. 

Meanwhile, U.S. officials in 
Washington indicated that the Mid- 
dle East would be on the summit 
agenda today. 

- Reagan and Gorbachev shut out 
their advisers and spent half their 
first day of summit talks speaking 
only to each other. 

Because of the news blackout, 
there was no way to learn what the 
two discussed in the first U.S. -Soviet 
summit in more than six years. 

Despite the news blackout, 
spokesmen for both sides agreed the 


talks took place in a “good atmos- 
phere” and were “businesslike.” 

The leaders had been scheduled to 
hold a 15-minute get-acquainted 
chat before joining six advisers from 
each side to begin the formal talks 
devoted to a two-hour review of 
U.S. -Soviet relations, break for 
lunch and return for two more hours 
of discussions on nuclear arms con- 
trol. 

The tete-a-tete, however, stretch- 
ed into an hour-long meeting in a 
small room of the lakeside villa adja- 
cent to the formal meeting room. 

The Reagans are scheduled to 
host the Gorbachevs for dinner 
tonight. 

At the press conference, McFar- 
lane termed human rights “a terribly 
important issue on the agenda.” 

When asked whether progress on 
the question of Jewish emigration 
from the Soviet Union was a precon- 
dition for movement toward Middle 
East talks, McFarlane said. "The 
U.S. position toward Soviet parti- 
cipation and the resolution of Mid- 
dle East problems doesn't have any 
preconditions perse, related to Jew- 
ish emigration, nor to the restoration' 
of relations, nor to any other precon- 
dition." 

Top administration officials in- 
cluding both Reagan and Secretary 
of State George Shultz bad pledged 
to American Jewish leaders that 
Reagan would “forcefully raise the 
plight of Soviet Jews" with Gor- 
bachev, and would bring up the case 
of Anatoly Scharansky and other 
dissidents. 

In his press conference, McFar- 
lane seemed to downgrade the Mid- 
dle East as a topic for discussion in 
comparison with such “hot” wars as 
Afghanistan and Central America. 

According to McFarlane, the

5 Jews held after sit-in at Aeroflot’s Geneva office 


GENEVA. - Former Prisoner of 
Zion Yosef Mendelevich and four 
other Jewish activists were arrested 
here yesterday after bursting into 
and staging a sit-in at the downtown 
office of the Soviet airline Aeroflot. 

The five were beings held incom- 
municado last night in a Swiss jail 
and were expected to be taken be- 
fore a judge this morning. 

According to police, the Soviet 
embassy made a formal complaint 
against the five, charging that prop- 
erty had been damaged although 
eye-witnesses, including this repor- 
ter, saw no damaged property. A 
police source said it is likely that the 
five will be expelled from the coun- 
try. 

The Aeroflot sit-in was staged by 
Mendelevich; David Makovsky, 
chairman of the World Union of 
Jewish Students (Wujs): Moshe 
Ronnen. vice chairman of Wujs 
North America; Steven Feurstein, 
also of Wujs in the U.S.,and Rabbi 
Avi Weiss, national chairman of the 
U.S. Student Struggle for Soviet 
Jewry. It grew out of a sense of 
frustration among the five that the 
World Conference on Soviet Jewry, 
whose presidium held a press confer- 
ence here on Monday, had not taken 
a sufficiently militant stand in de- 
manding freedom for Soviet Jews. 

According to Mendelevich: “We 



decided to take this action in order to 
mobilize the Jewish people. I think 
(the World Conference) leaders 
have been misled by Soviet promises 
in the same way that Jews were 
tricked by the Nazis during the Holo- 
caust." 

The five burst into the Aeroflot 
offices on Rue Mont Blanc at 11 a.m. 
and announced that they intended to 
sit peacefully on the floor until they 
were evicted as “a protest against the 
closed borders of the Soviet Union, 
of which Aeroflot is a symbol.” The 
Wujs students said that they were 
offering themselves to the Soviets in 
a swap for Anatoly Shcharansky. ' 

There were only two reservation 
clerics in the office when the five 
arrived, and they remained express- 
ionless as they phoned Soviet secur- 
ity officials. Meanwhile, the five pro- 
testers pasted posters- of jailed re- 
fuseniks on the walls, sticking a 
picture of Shcharansky over one of 
Lenin. 

As pre-alerted reporters and tele- 


vision cameramen poured into the 
small office, the protesters sat down 
on the floor, taking out talitot 
(prayer shawls) and prayer bodks.. 
Weiss iate'r blewTus'shoTar.' and the 
protesters chanted prayers in Heb- 
rew, and sang such songs as Hatik- 
va, Anu ha-palmah and Ya'aseh 
shalom. 

Mendelevich, who wore a T-shirt 
saying, “I spent 11 years in a Soviet 
prison," also sang a song in Russian 
about prisoners jailed by Stalin. 

The five chanted: “-Free Shchar- 
ansky now," “Open up the iron 
door,” and “Svoboda” (freedom). 

Shortly thereafter, several Soviet 
officials appeared and began tearing 
the Jewish posters off the walls. One 
of them, Boris Shangin, who identi- 
fied himself as the head of the Aerof- 
lot Geneva office grabbed the tape 
(skull cap) off Fuerstein’s head. This 
led to angry shouts but no physical 
response from the protesters, who 
also complained later that Shangin 
had confiscated one of their siddur- 
im (prayer books). 

Several Swiss plainclothes police 
arrived about half an hour after the 
demonstration began and conferred 
at length with Shangin and other 
Soviet officials. After several unsuc- 
cessful appeals to journalists to leave 
the office, police announced at noon 


that Aeroflot was dosing for lunch, 
and locked the doors with the protes- 
ters and about 10 journalists still 
made. 

’ At "12:30 p.m. about 30 Swiss 
policemen opened the doors of the 
office and without offering the pro- 
testers a chance to leave peacefully, 
rushed in and carried them out. The 
police behaviour was rough and 
several journalists who tried to get 
dose to the action were shoved back 
by police. The protesters were 
placed is a waiting van and taken 
away. 

Meanwhile in Jerusalem yester- 
day, 1,000 demonstrators gathered 
at the Western Wall to declare that 
Israel would not remain silent until 
every Soviet Jew who wished .to 
emigrate were permitted to do so. ; 

Some 300 people, including Knes- 
set Aliya Committee Chairmen 
Miriam Glazer-Ta'asa and MK Uzi 
Landau marched in Jerusalem’s 
streets from the Russian Compound, 
past the U.S. Consulate in East 
Jerusalem to the wall. 

In Tel Aviv, scores of Jewish 
Council for Soviet Jewry members 
demonstrated outside the U.S. and 
Finnish Embassies, calling on Presi- 
dent Reagan and Soviet leader Gor- 
bachev to raise the issue of Jewish 
emigration at their summit. 


Teenage terrorist regrets her attempted suicide attack 

The people I wanted to kill are treating me so kindly

MARJAYOUN. - “I can't believe that I was 
enticed to carry out a suicide attack.” Ma'ila 
Safanji. a 17-year-old Lebanese terrorist caught 
two weeks ago. told reporters yesterday from her 
hospital bed here. 

“It's so easy to tell a young girl like myself stories. 
I believed in sacrificing for a holy purpose. Now I 
don’t understand how it is that people I wanted to 
kill are treating me so kindly.” she said. 

Safanji. from the village of Khamed a-Luz near 
Lake Karoun, was shot in the leg on November 3 
when she and two other terrorists trying to 
infiltrate the security 1 zone with an explosive-laden 
mule were spotted by South Lebanese Army 
forces. The other terrorists, a Syrian and an 
Egyptian, were killed when the explosives they 


were carrying on their bodies were set off by the 
SLA fire. 

Safanji was speaking to reporters with her right 
leg in a cast and her left handcuffed to the bed 
frame. An SLA guard watches over the entrance 
to her private room. 

Syrian TV broadcast a pre-recorded interview 
with Safanji on November 4, one day after she was 
intercepted. In the interview she told how she had 
been born in Khamed a-Luz in 1968 and later 
immigrated with hSr family to Brazil. Her family 
returned to Lebanon a year before Israel's inva- 
sion, she said. In 1983 she joined the National 
Lebanese Resistance Front, and this year the 
Arab Ba'ath Socialist Party. 

She said in the interview that “when Israel 
withdrew as a result of the blows delivered by the 
National Lebanese Resistance, 1 was happy, but 


my true happiness will come when we finish off the 
Zionists. I am carrying out this action, not only for 
the sake of my village or my motherland, but for 
the sake of the entire Arab nation and the 
liberation of all the Arab lands.” 

Yesterday,, however, she recounted bitterly 
how she was recruited by a Syrian colonel named 
Aafas. He took her along on family outings, she 
and would explain to her how to carry out 
suicide attacks. She spoke quietly, with a tear 
running down her face now and then. • 

“I was told that it is important to kill the 
Zionists,” she added. *‘I derided on the attack for 
the sake of the entire Arab nation.” 

. But she concluded: “I call on my friends, those 
about to commit suicide, not to do it: God doesn't 
permit carrying out attacks like these.”

' rIAlFA. - Two women revealed 
yesterday that they underwent a 
•‘selective abortion” at a hospital in 
Paris to reduce the number of fetuses 
they were carrying in order to en- 
hance the survival chances of the 
others. 

The women, who were expecting 
multiple births following in vitro fer- 
tilization treatment at Rambam 
Hospital here, derided to go abroad, 
because the hospital was not autho- 
rized to perform such operations. 

The selective abortions were per- 
. formed at the Antoin de Clare hos- 
pital by a Jewish doctor. Prof. Rene 
Friedman. f 

It involved puncturing the fetuses 


with a needle while the procedure 
was monitored using an ultra-sound 
scanner. 

One of the women. Aya Hada. 37. 
of Kibbutz Ma’agan Michael, said 
she had been expecting quintuplets 
after receiving in vitro - outside the 
womb -fertilization treatment. 

She was warned that the chances 
of ail the babies surviving after birth 
were slim and. rather than take that 
risk, she derided to undergo the 
operation to abort two of the fetuses. 

Hadar said the operation, per- 
formed in the second month of her 
pregnancy, lasted 15 minutes and 
was painless. 

Now, in her seventh month of 
pregnancy, she is expecting triplets. 


The second woman, a doctor, had 
been currying quadruplets, but since 
the treatment at the Paris hospital, 
she is expecting twins. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
stuff ut Ramhum have the necessary 
equipment and knowledge to per- 
form similar operations and have 
applied to the Health Ministry for 
authorization. The ministry, howev- 
er. referred the matter to the Hel- 
sinki committee and the hospital is 
awaiting a reply. 

The two women said that, because 
the operation had to be performed in 
the early stages of pregnancy, they 
could not wait until all the 
bureaucratic procedures had been 
completed.

MISHOR ROTEM. - Prime Minis- 
ter Peres yesterday accepted the first 
barrel of crude oil produced from 
Negev oil shale at a plant that could 
be producing 10 per cent of the 
country's needs within a decade. 

Speaking at the dedication of the 
Pama experimental facility for pro- 
ducing oil from oil shale. Peres said 
the new technology follows a biblical 
tradition. "Moses became the first 
technological innovator when he ex- 
tracted water from stone. This in- 
stallation is not that different.” he 
joked. 

“Every new industrial plant in the 
Negev i's progress," said Peres, 


adding that “industry, not just agri- 
culture, is the future of the region.” 
Turning to Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar, the prime 
minister promised that the new facil- 
ity would eventually bring “employ- 
ment as well as energy to the 
Negev.” 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal 
then announced that the facility 
would be expanded into a S17 Bul- 
lion plant to generate electricity 
from oil shale. Shahal said the in-: 
stallation should be generating four 
megawatts of electricity annually by 

Pama (a Hebrew acronym for 
energy resources development), is a 


corporation set up in 1981 to develop 
the energy potential of Israel's 10 
billion tons of oil shale, a chalk-like 
rock containing petroleum. The oil . 
shale reserves could yield about 500 
million tons of oil - enough to meet, 
all oil needs for over 60 years at 
present consumption - if an econo- 
mic method of extraction can be 
found. Pama's technology is ex- 
pected to be economical, unless 
there is a dramatic drop in world oil 
prices.. 

Research is being carried out else- 
where in the world, and Nazi Ger- 
many produced oil from oil shale ., 
during World War n using an earlier 
form of extraction technology. But 
Pama is developing a new technolb- - 


gy that is tailor-made- for the coun- 
try's specific type of shale. 

Israel's oil shale is soft and crum- 
bly and easier to process than that 
found in the U.S. , whose research 
developments have been hampered 
by environmental restrictions. The 
Pama plant, located in the deserf not 
far from Dimona, is protecting the 
Negev environment fry reburying 
processed oil shale and purifying the 
water used in extraction. 

The prime minister'sfrarrel repre- 
. seated the total daily output of the 
Pama facility.- But Pama managing 
. director Yosef Yerushalmi said the 
experimental installation could ;£e 
turned into an industrial plant pro-

president's first priority is to discuss 
“existing conflicts where people are 
dying today and in which the conflict 
is being sustained in whole or in part 
by one side or another... (Reagan is) 
focusing on them, because they are 
more urgent, and they are existing 
wars." 

Soviet spokesmen answered ques- 
tions about human rights in harsh 
and uncompromising terras yester- 
day. When pressed by Uri Stern of 
Israel's Soviet Jewry Information 
Centre about persecution of Soviet 
Jews. Soviet spokesman Vladimir 
Lomientov responded. “You are 
from Israel. Look at what your gov- 
ernment is doing to the Arabs in the 
occupied territories. You are des- 
troying them.” 

Lomientov said the Soviets are 
“not trying to evade human rights" 
and intend to have a discussion of the 
issue with the press before the end of 

the summit, at which time they will 
presumably talk about alleged hu- 
man rights abuses in the West. 

In a'lunchtime meeting with Gor- 
bachev, U.S. civil rights leader Rev. 
Jesse Jackson said he had raised 
human rights, including “the plight 
of Soviet Jewry." 

When Jackson brought up the 
plight of Soviet Jews. Gorbachev- 
replied. “a lot of questions have 
been raised concerning relations be- 
tween our countries in different 
fields, for example humanitarian 
fields and so on. We believe that 
they might be a subjeci for discus- 
sion. 

“But as you have already men- 
tioned twice in your statement here, 
the state of Soviet Jews, and perhaps 
there is such basis for raising this 
issue, we want to say that Jews are a 
part of the Soviet people, they are a 
fine people, they contribute a lot to 
the course of disarmament.” he said 
through an interpreter. 

■■Therefore, the problem of Jews 
in the Soviet Union does not exist. 
Perhaps this problem exists only 
with those who would (ike to mar 
relations with us, who would like to 
cast a thousand aspersions on our 
country and system."

Ethiopian Jews support 
us, claim chief rabbis

Sources at the Chief Rabbinate 

yesterdav reported on a meeting 
which displayed “unprecedented 
support" by the Ethiopian Jews for 
the Chief Rabbinate, but sources 
close to the community rejected the 
claim. 

According to the rabbinate, 12 of 
rhe 14 kesim. or Erhiopian Jewish 
religious elders, in Israel met with 
the chief rabbis yesterday to express 
their wholehearted support of all the 
measures taken by the rabbinate 
concerning the demand that all 
members of the community who 
wish to marry first undergo a symbo- 
lic conversion. 

The 12 reportedly told the rabbis 
thai the major problem within the 
community is that many of the young 
people who arrived from Ethiopia 
do not want to observe the mitzvot. 

The kesim reportedly told the 
chief rabbis that they oppose any 
return to the old customs and favour 
the practices of rabbinic Jewry. They 
also reportedly said they would in- 
vite the remaining two kesim. who 
oppose the views of the Chief Rab- 
binate, to meet with them. 

But Moshe Rahamim, one of the 


leaders of Beta Yisrael. the group 
that led last month's month-long 
sit-down strike opposite the Chief 
Rabbinate in Jerusalem, charged 
that the rabbinate was using the 
kesim in an attempt to divide the 
community. “The kesim who were at 
the meeting all study at Machon 
Meir (an institution under the aegis 
of the National Religious Party) and 
are financially dependent on the rab- 
binate. Some of those present didn’t 
even know what they were supposed 
to be doing there." Rahamim told 
The Jerusalem Post. He said that 90 
per cent of the Ethiopian Jewish 
community, including those who 
came from Tigre province, support 
Beta Yisrael. 

Meanwhile. Jerusalem anomey 
Michael Corinaldi. president of the 
International Committee bn Behalf 
of Ethiopian Jewry, said last night 
that he intends to resubmit an appeal 
to the High Court of Justice today, 
calling for recognition of marriage 
ceremonies performed within the 
community. . Corinaldi noted also 
that he has evidence of ar least 10 
marriages in Ethiopia between 
Ethiopian and Yemenite Jews, per- 
formed without any difficulty on the 
part of the Yemenite rabbis. 


U.S. denies any softening 
of position regarding PLO

WASHINGTON. - U.S. officials 
yesterday denied they had softened 
their position toward the PLO in any 
way. 

They were responding to Israeli 
media reports that Prime Minister 
Peres had made such a suggestion on 
Monday during a briefing of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee. 

The State Department said that 
the longstanding American condi- 
tions for accepting the Palestine Li- 
beration Organization remain un- 
changed - namely that the PLO 
would have to explicitly and publicly 
endorse UN Security Council Re- 
solutions 242 and 338 as well as 
Israel's right to exist. 

Despite this public reaffirmation 
of policy, some American and Israeli 
diplomatic observers continued to 
sense an erosion of sorts in the U.S. 
stance. 


Rescuers pull 13 survivors 
from sea of mud in Colombia 


ARMERO. - Weary rescuers pulled 
13 more survivors yesterday from 
the sea of volcanic mud that buried 
this Andean farming town, despite 
earlier doubts that anyone remained 
alive, a radio station reported. 

The rescue followed recovery on 
Monday of 22 people who had been 
practically buried in the mud for five 
days. 

Meanwhile, the mayor of a nearby 
town said soldiers were ordered to 
shoot “filthy looters” who stepped 
on trapped survivors as they hurried 
to rob the dead. 

Rescuers were still searching for 
five more survivors of the volcano 
eruption that killed up to 25,000 
people, the official toll.

northern frontier since the with- 
drawal from Lebanon eight months 
ago. and to try and cause stress on 
any developing Jordanian-Israeli di- 
alogue. 

By forcing a confrontation with 
Israel. Syria places Jordan’s King 
Hussein in a “predicament of loyal- 
ty.” according to one expert, and at 
the same time encourages those 
forces in southern Lebanon, particu- 
larly Amal. to show where their true 
loyalties lie. The timing to coincide 
with the summit, they explain, was 
“an added bonus.” not an essential 
goal of the confrontation. 

Another question being asked, 
and not receiving an unequivocal 
answer, was whether yesterday's in- 
cident could not have been avoided. 
While military and civilian officials 
say it could not have been, it seems 
dear that the downing of the Syrian 
aircraft was the result of a policy 
decision to make clear how far Israel 
will allow the Syrians to go in thre- 
atening Israel's right to patrol 
Lebanese skies without challenge. 

This was clearly indicated by De- 
fence Minister Rabin's statement in 
Los Angeles last night that Israel had 
decided not to allow the Syrian 
threats to go unchallenged. Israel's 
policy was also underlined by OC 
Air Force Aluf Amos Lapidot who 
admitted in interviews that in recent 
weeks Israel had aborted reconnaiss- 
ance missions, rather than engage 
the Syrian aircraft. 

Whether yesterday's incident was 
a result of a significantly increased 
Syrian threat, or decreased Israeli 
tolerance, will remain a debated 
question. But according to senior 


sources, there is no question that 
when the Syrians took to the air 
yesterday morning and initiated 
their final approach against the 
Israeli patrolling aircraft, they must 
have taken into account the high 
probability of a confrontation. 

That the incident was the culmina- 
tion of a process of escalating Syrian 
intervention in Israeli aerial action 
over Lebanon, seems to downplay 
any direct link between the dogfight 
and Geneva, and increase the valid- 
ity of the claim that what happened 
was rather a Syrian test of Israeli 
freedom of action in Lebanon on the 
tactical level, and an attempt to 
undermine potential Jordanian- 
Israeli reconciliation on the strategic 
level. 


Police won’t halt 
quiet praying 
on Temple Mount

If 10 Jews gather quietly on the 
Temple Mount to pray undemon- 
stratively. the police will not inter- 
fere and will not prevent them from 
praying. Tat-Nirzav Haim Albaldes. 
the Jerusalem region police com- 
mander. told the Knesset Interior 
Committee yesterday. 

Albaldes. who briefed the MKs 
during a visit to his headquarters, 
said that crime increased in Jeru- 
salem during the past 10 months. 
The rise was mostly in crimes against 
property, he said. 


Policemen’s wives call off strike 


Wives of policemen yesterday cal- 
led off their strike outside the office 
of Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
after he explained the details of the 
two-stage. S4 million pay rise for 
policemen. 

. The pay increase brings police- 
men’s salaries up to that of the army. 

Bar-Lev reportedly told the 
women he intended asking the 


cabinet to reaffirm its decision on 
equalizing police and army salaries. 
The Treasury wants to sever the link 
by April 1 . 

The ministry meanwhile is await- 
ing the results of negotiations be- 
tween the Defence Ministry and the 
Treasury about eliminating the 
lowest pay brackets in the army. An 
affirmative decision will automati- 
cally take effect in the police, (him). 


They cited Secretary of State 
George Shultz's oft-repeated state- 
ments in recent weeks that the U.S. 
would deal with any Palestinians 
irrespective of their “labels" pro- 
vided they were “men of good will.” 

During private sessions with 
American Jewish leaders last week, 
moreover, the assistant secretary of 
state for Near Eastern and South 
Asian affaire, Richard Mprphy. was 
reported to have acknowledged that 
no real progress was feasible in the 
peace process without some degree 
of cooperation from the PLO. 

There was a clear sense emerging 
from the Murphy briefings that the 
U.S. was still anxious to find some 
way to bring the PLO into the pro- 
cess. beginning, perhaps, with a pre- 
liminary U.S. meeting with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 
The Palestinians in any such group 
would not be formal membere of the 
PLO. although they could be "sym- 
pathizers,” it was suggested. 


The RCN radio network, with a 
team of 20 reporters on the scene, 
read a list of names of people it said 
were saved as the rescue efforts 
continued despite a government offi- 
cial's doubt that anyone was still 
alive. 

The Nevado del Ruiz volcano 
trembled yesterday, but Fred Fis- 
cher of the U.S. Geological Service 
said from the town of Manizales that 
there was no immediate indication of 
an impending eruption. Manizales is 
40 kilometres west of Artnero. 

However, at the headquarters 
monitoring the volcano, technicians 
said the shaking indicated move- 
ment of lava inside the 5-km-high 
volcano. (AP, Reuter)

IAF’s commander Lapidot: 

“Syrian Air Force now 
much more aggressive’

The Syrian Air Force has become 
much more aggressive of late and has 
attempted to interfere with routine 
Israel Air Force reconnaissance pat- 
rols over Lebanon. 1AF Comman- 
der Aluf (Maj.-Gen.) Amos Lapidot 
said in an interview yesterday. 

He said it was possible that the 
Syrians are feeling more confident 
now after rehabilitating their air 
force following their losses in 1982, 
and that is why they are attempting 
to test their prowess against the LAF. 

Lapidot gave the following descri- 
tiption of yesterday's air battle in an 
interview with reporter Shmuel Tal 
of Israel Radio: 

“Today at about 11.15 a number 
of our war planes were, on a routine 
patrol over Lebanon reaching the 
northernmost point of the route. 
They were then about 10 kilometres 
from Syrian territory. A number of 
Syrian war planes were scrambled 
and sent on an inteception course. 

“Their approach was made in such 
a threatening posture and at such a 
range that we were forced to abort 
the patrol. We had to defend our 
reconnaissance planes with addition- 
al combat aircraft that were there for 
that purpose. 

“They used missiles to shoot down 
the Syrian planes which .were 
approaching head-on. 

"We operate with the intention of 
keeping the Syrian planes at arm's 
length and not provoking a con- 
frontation, so that we can cany out 
our reconnaissance as usual. 

“Today, for some reason, the Sy- 
rians continued threatening our 


planes, reaching such close range, 
that we were forced to engage 
them.” 

In answer to a question whether 
the Syrians were testing IAF alert- 
ness and readiness to engage in com- 
bat. or perhaps trying to test their 
own capability. Lapidot said both 
possibilities were feasible, going on 
to say: 

“They are not very happy about us 
carrying out routine reconnaissance 
over Lebanon, and they attempt to 
interfere with us from time to time. 

“During.the past weeks they step- 
ped up these actions and have pro- 
voked dangerous situations. There 
were several occasions in the past 
weeks when we were forced to abort 
our missions in order not to heat up 
the situation too much. 

‘Today a situation developed to 
which we could not avoid reacting. 

“The battle began when we were 
over Lebanese territory and they 
were in Syrian airspace. 

“One has to remember that mod- 
ern combat aircraft are aimed with 
missiles that have ranges of 20 
kilometres or more. Therefore the 
danger to our planes begins when the 
Syrian planes aje still in their own 
airepace . And when we react; we can 
do so while still m -Lebanese air- 
space. 1 ■ , 

“The beginning of the contact 
took place while we were on either 
side of the border. But in the throes 
of battle, in order not to endanger 
our aircraft, we were forced to en- 
gage them for a short period on the 
other side of the border.”

(ContinHed from Page One) 
shot down, bringing to over SO the 
number of Syrian warplanes downed 
in the Lebanese war. Six Syrian 
attack helicopters were also shot 
down in the war. In the summer of 
1983. the Syrians staged an unsuc- 
cessful aerial ambush, firing several 
air-to-air missiles at an IAF patrol. 

IAF planes undertake reconnaiss- 
ance flights over Lebanon on a 
routine basis several rimes a week. 
The IAF has staged 13 air strikes 
against terrorist targets in Lebanon, 
mostly in the Syrian-controlled Be- 
ka'a V3Uey. 

Syrian and Palestinian anti- 
aircraft guns and surface-to-air mis- 
sile batteries have frequently gone 
into action against IAF jets. None 
has been shot down since November 
1983 when a Kfir was downed by 
anti-aircraft fire over the Shouf. The 
pilot was rescued. 


During the past few years, the IDF 
has shot down several unmanned 
Syrian surveillance flights. 

Since their massive losses in the 
summer of 1982, the Syrians have 
been more than adequately reple- 
nished by the Soviet Union. New 
planes and missile batteries were 
supplied together with 5,000 advis- 
ers. Most of the new hardware is 
more sophisticated than the equip- 
ment lost in 1982. 

The MiG-23S is a top-of-the-line 
Soviet fighter code-named Flogger 
by Nato. It can fly at 2,450km. per 
hour and can reach an altitude of 
some 17km. It is armed with four 
Atoll air-to-air missiles and double- 
barrelled 25mm cannon. 

A swing-wing plane, the MIG-23S 
is fitted with a powerful radar for 
interception missions. Dozens of 
' these planes were supplied to the 
Syrians after their losses in 1982.

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal 

said yesterday that the law authoriz- 
ing the prime minister to dismiss a 
minister takes precedence over a 
clause in the coalition agreement. 

He was replying in the Knesset to 
two no-confidence motions, pre- 
sented by the Progressive List for 
Peace and Kach. Both were defe- 
ated. 

The motions follow the dash be- 
tween Industry Minister Ariel Shar- 
on and Prime Minister Peres over 
Sharon's criticism of Peres's policies. « 
Peres announced his intention of 
firing Sharon and Sharon eventually 
backed down. 

Shahal said the Basic Law: The 
Government gives the prime minis- 
ter the right to dismiss cabinet mem- 
bers at his pleasure. Under the coali- 
tion agreement, Peres could not dis- 
miss a Likud minister without the 
consent of Vice Premier Shamir. 

Shahal said every minis ter shares 
responsibility for every government 
decision, and that no minister has 
the right to disagree publicly with a 
government decision. 

Mattityafau Peled (PLP) in making 


his motion of no-confidence, said it 
was really the prime minister who 
had apologized to Sharon. Sharon 
had forced Peres to relinquish an> 
idea of advancing the political pro- 
cess with the participation of the 
Palestinians and Arab states, he 
said. 

Meir Kahane ( Kach) said the real 
problem was not Sharon's continued 
presence in the government but the 
continuation in office of the govern- 
ment itself. He castigated Sharon for 
having surrendered to Peres enabl - 1 
ing the government to legitimize a 
Palestinian state. 

The Citizens Rights Movement 
had also been scheduled to present a 
no-confidence motion on the ’ ssu ®- 
but Shulamit Aloni said from the 
rostrum that the party had decided 
not to do so in protest against the 
prime minister's failure to reply him- < 
self or to delegate the task to the vice 
premier or one of the two deputy 
premiers. 

Peled 's morion won the support of 
Mapam. the CRM and the ' PLP. 
Kahane's motion won no votes - 
Kahan e was not present for the vote 
- but Tehiya members abstained. 


Zamir: ‘Not agrainof truth’ 
in charges of political bias

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday sharply rejected two right- 
wing MKs' allegations of political 
bias. 

Zamir spoke in the Knesset Law 
Cotnmittee, where Michael Eitan 
(Likud) and Geula Cohen (Tehiya) 
demanded his resignation. 

The attorney-general said he wel- 
comed criticism, and be was subject 
in fact to the criticism of the Knesset, 
the judicial system and the media, 
which is just as it should be in his 
opinion. 

He said he had agreed willingly to 
attend the committee session for a 
discussion on his powers and author- 
ity. However, he was unhappy at the 
fact that MKs saw fit to accuse him of 
political partiality. 

“There is not a grain of truth in 
those charges,” he said. “My consid- 
erations are objective and I have no 
compulsion to feel that I must be 
even-handed. I am dragged willy- 
nilly into the public arena as a result 
of the continually repeated allega- 
tions of political motivation,” he 
said. 


The picture painted by Eitan and 
Cohen is marked by its partiality, its 
distortion and its ignorance.” he 
said. 

Eitan called on the attorney- 
general to resign, saying Zamir's 
policy on “identification with terror- 
fit organizations and incitement 
against the state and the IDF' had 
contributed to the rise in the number 
and intensity of terrorist incidents in 
Israel and the administered areas. 
Zamir's biased policy, Eitan alleged, 
was impairing the principle that all 
are equal in the eyes of the law. 

Yitzhak Artzi (Alignment- 
Independent Liberals) said Eitan 
had no right to conduct an investiga- 
tion of the attorney-general. Dan 
Meridor (Likud) said that politicians 
had to be careful not to cross the 
narrow dividing line which separates 
their world from the world of the 
judicial system. y ' 

Mordechai Virsbubski (Shinui) 
said that although the attorney- 
general should be subject to critic- 
ism, the attack on Zamir by Eitan 
and Cohen was out of all proportion. 
“Zamir is a first-class attorney- 
general,'* Virshubski declared. 


Peres asks Treasury to find 
new ways to cut budget

Prime Minister Peres urged the 
Treasury again yesterday to come up 
with new ways to cut $600 million 
from the budget for fiscal 86/87. At a 
meeting in the Prime Minister’s 
Office last night with Treasury 
heads, the premier agreed to a cat of 
this size but not to Treasury propos- 
als concerning the areas where *he 
cuts would be made. 

Last night was die second time 
Peres has rejected Treasury propos- 
als on where to cut. He complained 
that he had been offered few alterna- 
tives, and had, in fact, been pre- 
sented old proposals in a new 
garb. 

In its original proposal last month, 
the Treasury called for a $180m. cut 
in the defence budget, a $39m. cut in 
the health budget, $53m. from 
education, $100m. from subsidies 
and $70m. from the exchange-rate : 
insurance for exporters. 

But yesterday, the Treasury spoke 
of a SllOm. cut in defence, $13m. in 
health, $45m. in education, the ori- 


ginal figures for subsidies and ex- 
change rate insurance, and a new, ( 
flat 8 per cent cut in the budgets of all;. 1 
other ministries. Peres rejected this 
out of hand, saying it would create 
insurmountable problems for the 
ministries. 

The Treasury also wants to cut 
$90m. from the budget of the 
National Insurance Institute relating 
to guaranteed income for the lowest 
income groups.

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2,500 at Israeli job fairs in N. America

"Not since the Second Aliya have 
so many western Jews wailed in 
queues to settle in Israel.” according 
to Adir Shapira. an industrialist who 
initiated a recent series of technolo- 
gical job fairs for Israeli emigrants in 
the U.S. and Canada. 

Shapira. who is also manager of 
the Rosegarden City industrial park 
and villa complex in the Galilee, told 
a press conference in Jerusalem's 
Beit Agron yesterday that 2.5UU 
Jews, two-thirds ot them yordim and 
the rest of them Americans in- 
terested in aliyu. Waited in line, 
sometimes for hours, to meet with 


representatives of top-level Israeli 
employers. 

The tour rue-day fairs were held 
in New York. Sun Jose. Los Angeles 
and Toronto, the most recent ending 
last Thursday. 

According to Yossi Kucik. the 
Absorption Ministry's official in 
charge of preventing emigration. 700 
files were opened, with 350 persons 
seriously involved in negotiations 
with the companies for a scheduled 
return, or uliya. to Israel within a 
year. Forty worker contracts were 
signed and some 120 candidates are 
to come here on pilot tours, paid for 
by the companies, in order to meet 
their prospective employers.

"We didn't expect any contracts to 
be signed on the spot.” said Kucik. 
"We thought the applicants would 
first come on pilot tours. The fairs 
were an unprecedented success.” 

All 18 Israeli firms involved - from 
Tadiran, Israel Aircraft Industries 
and Koor to Is, car. Elissra and Bezek 
- are to assist in the candidate's 
absorption, paying for airline tick- 
ets, giving loans or grants for ship- 
ment of effects, and arranging rental 
subsidies. 

The fair was advertised in the 
American Hebrew press, but 30 per 
cent of those who look part were 
American Jews interested in aliya. 

An aliya emissary was at each of 
the fairs to provide information and 
open files. 

Shapira noted that no suitable 
Israelis have been found in this coun- 
try to fill the jobs. *No company 
would spent £25.000 to S30.000 per 
family to bring back an employee if 
such people were available here.” 
said Kucik. 

The establishment of Israel as a 
Free Trade Area with respect to the 
U.S. has encouraged firms to seek 
out Israelis with American experi- 
ence in high-tech firms, he added. 
Each company was represented by a 
top manpower executive. 

"The candidates would not ordi- 
narily have had the opportunity to be 
interviewed by such a high-level offi- 
cial.” said Kucik. Some of the candi- 
dates were, so impressive that the 
exhibitors at the fair almost fought 
over them, he continued. 

The Absorption Ministry is con- 
sidering holding more such fairs in 
various job categories, as the poten- 
tial for bringing yordim back to spe- 
cific jobs is "considerable." said 
Kucik.

Court blocks docking pay of striking teachers

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association yesterday won a tem- 
porary injunction on salaiy deduc- 
tions against the Treasury and the 
Education Ministry. The Tel Aviv- 
Labour Court overruled a govern- 
ment decision to dock one day s pay 
from leathers who struck on Octo- 
ber 24. 

The court ruled that the teachers 
*\ should not be docked for striking 


because they had a legitimate grie- 
vance. The strike was to protest 
against the Treasury attempt to im- 
pose the conditions of an agreement 
signed with the Histadrut Teachers 
Union, to which the association was 
not a party. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment. the union would not benefit 
from a thaw in the wage freeze at the 
end of fiscal 85/86. but would have to 
wait an additional month.

17-year-old guilty 
in teachers’ murder 

NAZARETH (Itim). - A seven- 
year j oii term w as imposed yesterday- 
on a 17-year-oid from Kafr Arabbu- 
na. near Jenin, for being an accom- 
plice of the two men charged with 
tbe murder of two AfuJa teachers, 
Yosef Eliahu and Lea Elmakais in 
July.

IS. with 
hiding the bodies in a cave in the 
Gilboa hills. His trial was held iu 
camera. 

Immediately after sentence was 
passed . the minor was called upon to 
testify in the trial of the other two. 
But he was declared a hostile witness 
after refusing to reply to questions of 
the prosecution. 

Question: "Did the accused come 
to you one day as y ou toid the police 
and did you go with them to the 
grove and there helped them move 
(he bodies to the car and then to the 
cave?" 

.Answer: “I don't remember If 
the accused don't admit this. I'm cot 
ready to testify against them.” 
Question: “Is it true that wc 
spoke today in the presence of a 
translator and you told me what you 
told the police?" 

Answer: “I won't testify against 
Ihem if they haven’t told you. " 

The witness also refused to reply 
to questions put him by the defence. 
The trial continues next Wednesday . 


Sri Lanka may 
encourage 
Israeli trade

Parents to hospital: Thank you for a dream come true

HAIFA. - A special birthday party for 13 “test 
tube” babies - including three sets of twins - and 
their proud parents was held at Rambam Hospital 
here yesterday. 

The celebration marked the 10th birth by in 
vitro - outside the womb - fertilization at tbe 
hospital since the treatment started there two 
years ago. said Rambam director Prof. Yosef 
Braudes. 

For the parents, some of whom had waited 10 
years for a child of their own, it was a second 
opportunity to thank the hospital staff who helped 
make their dreams come true. - 

One mother. 38-year-old Lydia Shmuel of Kfar 
Sava, said she and her French-born husband Jean 


had been trying to have children since marrying in 
1979. 

A short time after starting tbe treatment, she 
became pregnant and gave birth to her son. 
Yonatan, five weeks ago. The couple, who met 
at an absorption centre, want four children and 
Argentinian-born Lydia said she would be willing 
to undergo the procedure again. 

Su 2 unne and Ya'acov Edri. of Migdal Ha'emek. 
bad a son each from previous marriages. Bui since 
their own marriage three years ago. Suzanne had 
been unable to become pregnant because of a 
partial obstruction of the fallopian tubes. 

Tbeir daughter. Oshrat, was bom five months 
ago after Suzanne underwent tbe treatment. 
Suzanne told reporters she is pregnant again. 


although this time without any assistance from the 
hospital. 

Two other women, who have also undergone in 
vitro fertilization at ihe hospital, attended yester- 
day's celebration. One is expecting quadruplets 
and the other triplets. 

Brandes. who also chairs the hospital's obstet- 
rics and gynecological unit, said the in vitro 
success rate for women with blockages of the 
fallopian tubes was about 20 per cent, siightly 
hieher than the international average. The num- 
ber of miscarriages following the treatment 
was only 14 per cent, compared to 25 per 
rent in the rest of the world. 

He revealed that hospital staff members are 
working on the problem of male sterility and that 
he was hopeful of finding a solution within a year. 


State reduces charges against 
two military gov’t officers

The prosecution in the trial of two 
military government officers yester- 
day reduced the charge against them 
from attempting lo commit murder 
to attempting to cause grievious 
bodily harm. The two officers, Seren 
(Captain) Aharon Gila and Rav- 
Seren (Major) Shlomo Leviatun. are 
charged with having advance know- 
ledge of the existence of the bomb on 
the property of the then El-Bireh 
mayor Ibrahim Tawil and with foil- 
ing to warn Border Police sapper 
Suleiman Hirbawi of the danger. 
Hirbawi was blinded when he 
accidentally set off the bomb next to 
Tawil’s garage. 

Yesterday was the last day of 
testimony in the case.. 

The amended charge is that for 
which those who placed the bombs 
on the property of three West Bank 


mayors were convicted last summer. 
Two of the mayors were crippled in 
the attack. 

Testifying yesterday. Yosef Wein- 
er. (he (hen secretary of the Kiryat 
Arba council, told the Jerusalem 
District Court that a few days after 
the bomb attack on Ibe three mayors 
in 1980, the then military governor in 
the territories. Binyamin Ben- 
Eliezer. said jocularly. "I didn't 
teach you to attack only the lower 
half of the body." 

The remark. Weiner said, was 
made to Ze'ev Friedman, a member 
of the Jewish underground who was 
subsequently convicted of conspira- 
cy. Weiner's statement was part of 
the defence’s strategy of trying to 
show -that "there was an atmos- 
phere” in the territories that led the 
underground to believe that, their-, 
actions were "not unacceptable." 


Safely experts give advice on 
preventing accidents at home

TEL AVIV. - Some 300.000 Israelis 
are victims each year of accidents in 
the home, school and neighbour- 
hood. compared with fewer than 
20,000 on tbe roads and 65,000 at 
places of work. These figures were 
presented yesterday at a press con- 
ference on winter home safety given 
by the institute for Occupational 
Safety and Hygiene. 

Home and neighbourhood acci- 
dent figures include anyone who 
sought medical aid at an emergency 
room of a hospital, health fund cli- 
nic, or Magen David Adorn station. 

The statistics also register the 
several hundred fatalities in these 
accidents per year. 

The main cause of home accidents 
in winter is careless use of heating 
appliances. Mnstitntfe Spokesmen 
said. They stressed the neetj for an 


open window for ventilation when 
using any open-flame heater, and 
the importance of checking the con- 
dition of any heater being used for 
the first time in a season. 

Consumers should look for the 
emblem of the Standards Institution 
when buying heaters and electric- 
sheets, they said. Only purpose- 
designed heaters - which hang on the 
wall and operate wi th a cord - should 
be used in the bathroom, it was 
stressed. 

If you smell escaping gas. the 
experts said, never switch an electric 
light on or off, as tbe smallest spark 
could cause an explosion. When gas 
escapes, a door should be opened to 
air the room - not just a window - 
because gas sinks to floor-level.

Kibbutzim told to face up to emerging managerial elite

HAIFA . - How to get kibbutz mana- 
gers back to the alfalfa once they've 
tasted clover? This problem should 
concern the kibbutzim in view of the 
emergence of a managerial class 
within their egalitarian society. Dr. 
.Arr.ir ririiman. of the Ruppin Col- 
lege of the kibbutz movement, told 
kib|iutzniks meeting al Haifa Llni- 
versity yesterday. 

The group spent the day debating 
the dangers of class differences in 
kibbutzim, under the auspices ot the 
university's Institute for Kibbutz Re- 
search. 


Heilman said that although the 
kibbutz principle of rotation of man- 
agerial positions was observed, it 
was turning into "horizontal rota- 
tion.” with "professional managers” 
replacing each other and creating a 
power elite. While this might be 
efficient, the kibbutzim were not 
dealing with it squarely and* were 
behav ing as though their ideology of 
absolute rotation still held good. 

Heilman was challenged by the 
institute's Dr. Uria Lcviatan who 
urged rotation both on social and 
economic gr ounds and held that over 
30 per cent of the kibbutz mem- 
bership rotate in senior managerial 


posts and more than 50 per cent in 
junior positions. This left a large 
percentage who took no part in man- 
aging, he said, but this was either for 
lack of ability or of will. . 

He quoted an American study 
showing that tbe more members in- 
fluence decision making, the more 
efficient the organization. 

The speakers agreed that women 
were under represented in manage- 
ment. holding one in 15 senior posi- 
tions and one in four junior posts. 

Heilman said that his research 
showed only 20 per cent of kibbutz 
managers had rotated out of man- 
agement over a 10-year period, and 


of these only two men had actually 
returned to form work. 

“They don’t come back to the 
alfalfa." he said, and warned that a 
gap was opening between kibbutz 
ideology and reality, creating aliena- 
tion. cynicism and “ even a danger of 
a developing oligarchy." 

The kibbutzim must face facts. If 
they find it convenient to leave man- 
agement in certain hands, they must 
create the tools for close control of 
tbe work which short stints in charge 
made unnecessary. “We must 
change the rules of the game, be- 
cause the game has changed." he 
concluded.

Barricaded Greek youths 
play waiting game with police 


ATHENS (Reuter). - Hundreds of 
youths barricaded in Athens 
Polytechnic were playing a waiting 
game with police yesterday as the 
government discussed how to react 
to the worst outbreak of rioting since 
the Socialists came to power in 1981 . 

Riot police cut off the area around 
the institute and surrounded the 
building, from which the protesters 
shouted slogans calling for the 
punishment of a policeman who shot 
a 15-year-old boy dead in the street 
clashes Sunday. 

The boy's death triggered the 
riots. 

Srate radio said 60 people, includ- 
ing 20 policemen, were injured Mon- 
day night, when youths burned cars, 
smashed the windows of shops and 


banks and set fire to at least one 
bank. 

The policeman who shot the boy, 
Athanasios Belistas, was charged 
yesterday with manslaughter with 
intent. He told the prosecutor be had 
fired in self-defence and bad only 
meant to scare away the youngster, 
judicial sources said. 

The boy was alleged to have been 
taking part in a petrol bomb attack 
on a police van when he was shot. 

Thirty-seven youths arrested 
Monday after they occupied the 
Athens University chemistry faculty 
were charged yesterday with en- 
dangering life, lighting fires and dis- 
rupting traffic. It was not immediate- 
ly known whether they had been 
released. 


Three S. Africa blacks killed 
as police clash with squatters 


LEANDRA (Reuter). - South Afri- 
ca reported that three blacks were 
killed in clashes between police and 
squatters yesterday as the ruling 
white National Party held a special 
caucus meeting behind closed doors. 

The violence broke out at the 
township of Leandra east of Johan- 
nesburg after people living in 160 
shacks close to a main road were told 
they had to leave. 

Eye-witnesses said a fourth person 
might have been shot dead by a 
white shop-owner. A police spokes- 
man said three people were killed by 
policemen and made no mention of a 
fourth fatality. 

The township was quiet by late 
afternoon and no moves were made 


to enforce the eviction orders, the 
eye-witnesses said. Local black lead- 
ers told reporters police had offered 
to raise funds for the funerals of the 
victims. 

Earlier in the day, police said a 
black, woman was knifed to death 
and another seriously burnt in over- 
night rioting. 

National Party members of parlia- 
ment and provincial councillors, 
meanwhile, met in the capital, Pre- 
toria, at the request of party leader 
and state president P. W. Botha. 

Botha told reporters afterwards 
that they had discussed internal 
security, foreign affairs and econo- 
mic matters and had passed a motion 
supporting government policies. 


Manila high court stops 
verdict in Aquino murder 


MANILA (AP). - The Philippine 
Supreme Court stopped the trial 
court yesterday from issuing its ver- 
dict on the assassination of opposi- 
tion leader Benigno Aquino until the 
higher court decides on a petition 
asking it to declare a mis- trial. 

The trial court had summoned 
armed forces chief General Fabian 
Ver and 25 other accused to appear 
for reading of the verdict today. One 
justice on the three-judge panel 
announced Iasi week that the court 
bad reached a unanimous verdict to 
the double murder case, but be 
would not disclose it. 

Ver, two lower-ranking generals, 
22 other military men and one civi- 
lian are charged to the killing of 
Aquino as he returned on August 21 , 
1983, from voluntary exile in the 
U.S. They also are charged in the 
murder of the man the military says 
was the assassin. Rolando Galinan. 


Galman’s mother and son, along 
with more than two dozen promin- 
ent citizens, appealed to the Sup- 
reme Court to prevent the trial court 
from issuing its verdict. They ac- 
cused President Ferdinand Marcos 
of influencing the case, the prosecu- 
tors of a lacklustre performance and 
the judges of conniving to acquit Ver 
and the others. 

Once a verdict is read, none of the 
accused can be charged again with 
the assassination because of rules 
against double jeopardy. Some 
lawyers believe a mis- trial ruling, 
possibly under some future govern- 
ment if not under Marcos, could lead 
to a new trial. If any of tire accused 
are found guilty, they may appeal to 
the Supreme Court. 

The court voted 9-2 to issue the 
temporary restraining order with 
two justices voting to dismiss the 
mis-triai petition without a bearing. 


Martial law lifted in Turkey 


ISTANBUL (Reuter). - Martial 
law. imposed seven years ago to 
combat political violence, was lifted 
in Istanbul and seven other Turkish 
provinces yesterday. 

The provinces will come under 
emergency rule, which gives provin- 
cial governors wide law-and-order 
and other powers, after parliament 
derided last week to end martial law 
in the areas. 

Istanbul, Turkey's largest city, 
and other major cities were clamped 
under martial law in 1978 after poli- 
tical riots in the eastern town of 

Doe bans student, 
professional groups 

ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast (AP). - 
Liberian leader Samuel Doe banned 
meetings of student, business and 
professional groups to a crackdown 
on opposition following last week’s 
failed coup, a private radio station 
said yesterday. 

Some of the banned groups had 
rejected the government’s declara- 
tion that Doe won last month's pres- 
idential elections. 

The Christian radio station Elwa. 
broadcasting from the Liberian 
capital of Monrovia, said Doe told 
the groups not to hold any meetings. 

The broadcast, monitored here, 
also said the country’s international 
airport and seaport were reopened 
yesterday.

Political violence in Istanbul was 
halted only by the 1980 coup, which 
started three years of military rule in 
Turkey. 

Nine southeastern provinces, 
where strife continues between 
autonomy-seeking Kurdish guerril- 
las and government troops, remain 
under martial law out of a total of 67. 

The number of soldiers patrolling 
Istanbul streets has declined in re- 
cent months as the military 
apparently prepared for an end to 
martial law.

BONN (Reuter). - The West Ger- 
man government yesterday decided 
not to impose speed limits on motor- 
ways, to the fury of environmental- 
ists and the delight of fast-driving car 
owners. 

The decision followed publication 
of an official report which said that 
slapping a 100 kph limit on the 
autobahn network would dp little to 
cut air pollution blamed for killing 
West German forests. 

The report found that seven out of 
10 drivers would probably ignore the 
limit if there was one.

In Oslo. Norwegian shipping 
sources said the 268,728-ton tanker 
Castor, registered in Liberia, was hit 
in the engine room by an Iraqi-fired 
missile while preparing to load 
erode.

France reaffirms 
defence ties with 
West Germany 

PFORZHEIM, West Germany 
(Reuter). - French Defence Minis- 
ter Paul Quiles has affirmed France's 
commitment to help defend West 
Germany in a crisis, saying any milit- 
ary threat to Bonn would seriously 
affect French national security. 

Addressing the commanders of 
some 50,000 French troops based in 
southwest Germany, Quiles said 
yesterday a recently created rapid 
action force was a key element in 
French plans to support allies in the 
defence of Western Europe in an 
emergency. 

Quiles made clear that his take- 
over of the mimstiy after the resigna- 
tion of defence minister Charles 
Hernu last September amid the 
Rainbow Warrior scandal had not 
affected growing Franco-German 
military ties. 

Amnesty accuses 
Pakistan of torture 

LONDON (AP). - Amnesty Inter- 
national yesterday accused Pakistan 
of torturing and denying fair trials to 
political prisoners tried by special 
military courts. 

The London-based human rights 
organization said that as of Septem- 
ber, more than 130 prisoners were 
serving sentences of between seven 
and 42 years after special military 
courts convicted them of political 
offences or politically motivated cri- 
minal offences. 

Most of those concerned are civi- 
lians. At least 38 others are waiting 
for a verdict to be announced, it said. 

Amnesty International, which 
holds the Nobel Peace Prize, said 
that military courts regularly use as 
evidence confessions extracted by 
torture. 

It said prisoners are hung upside 
down and beaten, given electric 
shocks, strapped to blocks of ice, 
deprived of food and sleep for two or 
three days, and burned with 
cigarettes. Many prisoners are held 
in fetters and chains, it said. 

Viet boat person’ 
wins $2m. in lottery 

LOS ANGELES (Reuter). - An 
impoverished Vietnamese refugee 
who fled his country by boat in 1979 
won $2 milli on yesterday on a Cali- 
fornia state lottery ticket he bought 
with unemployment pay. 

“I am poor, so I will give some of 
my w inning s to an organization that 
helps the poor,” Hai Vo, 25, said 
through an interpreter. A San Fran-., 
cisco resident, Vo is married and has 
three children. 

Vo said he left his village of Phan 
Phiet. in the central highlands of 
Vietnam, with 25 others^ leaving 
behind his parents, four brothers 
and a sister. 

“We boughra 10-metre boat, and 
we sailed .away at three o’dock one , 
mo rning to escape detection,” he 
said. 

“I will now try to bring my parents 
and my brothers, and sisters to the 
United States, a country! love*” he

Singer charges that the meeting 
of the IJCIC with the pope 
and the Vatican's Commission for 
Religious Relations with the Jews 
was “completely on the Vatican's 
terms.'' and did not deal with issues 
such as the Vatican's continued non- 
recognition of Israel, and the pope's 
electing with Yassar Arafat two 
years ago. He adds that he has 
appealed to the Israeli cabinet to 
look into the question. 

MEANWHILE, Rabbi Arthur 
Hertzberg. a WJC vice president and 
founding chairman of the interreli- 
cjous consultations body, says he 
believes "nothing further can fun- 
damentally be gained" from the dia- 
logue between the IJCIC and the 
Vatican. 

"The Roman Catholics want us to 
agree that Jesus Christ and Christ- 
ianity are part of Jewish religious 
history, which is something we can- 
not deal with, whereas we want from 
them recognition of the State of 
Israel, which they theologically can- 
not give,” Hertzberg says. 

"I have not been to the Vatican in 
eight years and I am not terribly 
lonely for it.” Hertzberg says. Jew- 
ish leaders who have taken a leading 
tale in promoting interfaith dialogue 
with the Vatican, “are people who 
run speciality shops with a vested 
interest in these kind of meetings." 
he says. 

Hertzberg charges that some of 
the Jewish organizations repre- 
sented in the UCIC “have to come 
up with an issue to use to raise 
dollars every year, so they need to 
get in the papers showing they are 
doing something to lessen anti- 
Semitism and increase our connec- 
tion with the non-Jewish world." 

Organizations represented on the 
consultations committee include the 
WJC-, the American Jewish Commit- 
tee. the Anti-Defamation League, 
B'nai B'rith. the Israel Jewish Inter- 
religious Council and the Synagogue 
Council of America. 

“We will never be able to make 
clear to the Vatican our displeasure 
over their attitude toward Israel as 
long as there are some highly-placed 
Jews who are always ready to run to 
Rome to have their pictures taken 
with the pope.” Hertzberg says.

RABBI MARC Tanenbaum, direc- 
tor of the international affairs de- 
partment of the AJC, a participant in 
the Vatican meetings last week, and 
a longtime proponent of interfaith 
dialogue, remarks. "1 am fed up with 
the narcissism of both Singer and 
Hertzberg, who seem to believe that 
the only time that interfaith dialogue 
has any worth is when they are 
directly involved.” 

Tanenbaum labelled as "non- 
sense” and "ignorant drivel" Herz- 
berg's contention that Catholic- 
Jewish dialogue is “stuck in a groove 
and not moving forwards." He says 
the continuing willingness of the 
pope and other high Catholic offi- 
cials to denounce anti-Semitism, “is 
of critical importance." He added. 
“The greatest threat we face today is 
political anti-Semitism from the 
Soviet Union, the Arab world, the 
PLO. and many Third World na- 
tions. To have the pope saying to 800 
million Catholics that anti-Semitism 
is unacceptable is one of the most 
powerful resources we have to fight 
the ‘Zionism is racism' slander.” 

Tanenbaum says the pope has 
gone forward with the dialogue with 
the Jews despite admonitions from 
some “uitraconservatives" in the 
Vatican to slow down the dialogue. 

"I think it is outrageous that (Sin- 
ger and Hertzberg) would seek to 
sabotage what we have developed 
over 20 years and to play directly 
into the hands of those in the Vatican 
who would prefer to slow down this 
developing dialogue with world Jew- 
ry and instead perhaps move closer 
to the Moslem world," he says. 

Both Tanenbaum and Consulta- 
tions Committee chairman Rabbi 
Mordecai Wax man. the president of 
the Synagogue Council of America, 
say they were satisfied that the pope 
and Vatican leadership understood 
the impatience of the world Jewish 
community with the Vatican’s con- 
tinued non-recognition of Israel and 
are moving behind the scenes to 
broaden contacts with Israel. 

Waxman and Tanenbaum say they 
were also impressed with the under-

Mendelssohn's Symphony No. 11, 
written when the composer was just 
14. may impress for its amazingly 
professional handling of instruments 
and texture, form and elaboration, 
but boredom sets in quite early dur- 
ing its extraordinary length. Perhaps 
a more driving interpretation would 
have propelled the symphony more 
quickly along. 

FROM ONE TO FOUR in the 70th Century. 
Yigal Tom-fa, Rimma Kaminkovsky. violins; 
Yuval Kaminkovsky, viola; Alexander Kaga- 
novsky. cello (Van Leer Amfltorhnn, Jeru- 
salem. November 161. Hindemith: Sonata for 
Cedo Solo, Opus 25, No. 3; Prokofiev; Sonata 
for Two Violins, Opus 56; Kodaly: Sonata tor 
Two Violins and Viola. Opus 12; Ravel; String 
Quartet. 

THIS EXTRAORDINARY prog- 
ramme presented four compositions 
of this century differing in style, 
language, school and nationality. 
Even more extraordinary, the audi- 
ence. used to conservative program- 
mes, seemed to enjoy them all. 

Of course, what helped this ex- 
periment succeed was that everyone 
in the ensemble turned in an excel- 
lent performance, in terms of both 
personal involvement and technical 
skill. 

Hindemith’s Sturm und Drang of 
the earb Twenties (1922) found in 
Alexander Kaganovsky a pas- 
sionate interpreter; Yigal Tuneh 
and Rimma Kaminovsky cooperated 
with praiseworthy unison in the 
harsh 1933 Prokofiev Sonata.

ROSALYN TUREK. piano I Bach Centre. Beil

Bach: Goldberg Variations. 

THE Goldberg Variations are 
stupendous, among the greatest 
compositions written for the 
keyboard. With an opening aria in 
the foim of saraband and 30 varia- 
tions, Bach seems to have summa- 
rized in this work the Baroque varia- 
tion form in all possible manifesta- 
tions. What seems nothing less than 
a miracle, even in this work, is the 
preservation of the bass line and 
harmonic structure of the opening 
aria in all 30 variations. 

Rosalyn Turek’s approach was 
characterized by strict adherence to 
the text and style of the music. The 
whole work, iasting for about an 
hour and a half, was played without 
intermission and emerged as a per- 
fectly organized structure. There 
was a miraculous inner relationship 
between Turek’s tempi, her articula- 
tion and the structural dimensions of 
the work. 

The canonic pieces, the more 
lyrical, ornamental, slow arias and 
the interpolated bravura variations - 
all seemed to stem from a perception 
of the work as a tight whole. Turek 
created a continuity that gave us the 
feeling that each note, each section 
and each complete variation were an 
inseparable part of the overall 
scheme Bach created. 

The performance impressed us as 
a remarkable intellectual and spir- 
itual effort. Yet Miss Turek does not 
appeal only to our minds. Together 
with the cerebral approach, we were 
charmed by a delightfully flowing 
lyricism, turning this performance of 
the Goldberg Variations into an 
easily accessible event.

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Local computer industry 
didn’t live up to expectations

The computer field that so 
many Israelis hoped would answer 
the country's economic problems 
has simply not lived up to expecta- 
tions, according to Israel Adir. 
chairman of the Society of Manufac- 
turing Engineers (SME). 

Adir, who is also president of 
RDT Electronics Engineering, (a 
local computer company.) believes 
that Israel could be a superpower in 
the computer field. “But to do this" 
he adds, “we need help from the 
government.” 

According to Adir, such help has 
not readily been forthcoming. “If 
the government took the initiative, 
gave this field a real push, and 
helped in the establishment of 10 
new firms like Tadiran, then Israel's 
economy would change drastically. 

SME has a number of daughter 
associations - among them Robotics 
International (RI) and Computer 
and Automated System Association 
(Casa) - which are very active in 
Israel. A local association has been 
established by its members, named 
according to its Israeli acronym - 
Itim. 

Its .activities include holding reg- 
ularly study days and a yearly nation- 
al, conference. The -emphasis at to- 
day's annual Robotics” mad CAD 
(Computer Aided Design )/C AM 
(Computer Aided Machinery) Con- 


ference is on the latest developments 
in the computer field. 

As chairman of SME in Israel, 
Adir has been very active in organiz- 
ing the conference as well as the 
exhibition next to the conference. 
He feels that there is a great import- 
ance in such meetings - primarily in 
prompting the “cross-pollination" of 
all those involved in this highly com- 
petitive field. 

However, Adir is pessimistic re- 
garding the state of the computer 
field in Israel. 

Even the recent announcement bv 
Intel, and National Semiconductor, 
that they have developed - indepen- 
dent of each other - a new state of 
the art 32-bit micro-processor has 
not lessened his pessimism. 

“Yes. the Jewish genius is good at 
planning.” Adir says. “But these 
examples prove the point. Both 
these companies are American. 
They have built their research cen- 
tres here without government aid. 
and because of that they have no 
obligations to Israel.” 

Adir says that in such cases the 
foreign firms are “literally squeezing 
the brains of Israelis.” According to 
Adir. the product - though de- 
veloped in Israel - is produced 
abroad, depriving Israel of any more 
of the benefits.

anel to set textile export 
quotas under Free Trade deal

TEL AVIV. - A special committee 
is now being set up in the Manufac- 
turers Association to draw up quotas 
among producers of bed sheeting 
and acrylic yams who export to the 
U.S. under the Israel-U.S. Free 
Trade Area agreement. 

Yoram Radoshitzky, of Emek 
Knitting Mills, who has been 
selected to head this committee, said 
that “we have to divide up the Amer- 
ican market among ourselves so that 
we do not begin competing against 
each other to get our goods in first 
and fill the American quota/' The 
other members of the committee 
have not yet been chosen. 

Radoshitzky pointed out that “we 
got a shock when we read the terms 
of the Free Trade Area agreement- 
It is far from free, for only in ten 
years will Israeli goods enter the 
U.S. duty-free, and until then the 
Americans can impose quotas. This 
was not our basic understanding 
when we pressed for the agree- 
ment.” 


The Americans have set up a 
quota of 165 million “square yard 
equivalent” for all Israeli textiles 
each year until 1987, when the yar- 
dage can be negotiated, and prob- 
ably raised. 

Radoshitzky believes that the 
committee he heads will be hard put 
to work out a formula that will even 
balf-wav satisfy the Israeli produc- 
ers. Everyone thinks he should have 
a biggeT share of the market, and 
most have their plants in develop- 
ment areas, where the number of 
jobless is high. This further compli- 
cates the job of reaching an equit- 
able solution.'* 

Four companies are vying for the 
“sheeting market” in the U.S. They 
are Kitan in Dimona. Yomar in 
Ashkelon, Griloze in Asbdod, and 
Pargod in Beisan. 

Three companies are fighting for 
the acrylic yam market. They are 
Adereth in Herzliya and Kamei 
Shomron, Vitalgo in Ramat 
Hehayal, and Caesarea Glenoit In- 
dustries in Caesarea.

IMF may give 
Egypt $ 1.5b. 
standby loan 

CAIRO (Reuter). - International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) officials are 
having calks with Egypt which may 
decide whether the fund will meet 
Cairo's request for. a $1.5 billion 
standby agreement, a senior Egyp- 
tian official said yesterday. 

The IMF team was in Cairo on an 
exploratory mission to study 
whether recent economic measures 
by the Egyptian government were 
adequate, Erfan El-Shafei, Under- 
secretary at the Planning Ministry, 
said. 

“They will see if Egypt is on the 
right track and the standby agree- 
ment will depend on that,” he said. 

The IMF and tbe U.S.. Egypt's 
main creditors, have urged foe gov- 
ernment to make economic reforms 
by cutting government spending and 
subsidies on basic goods, estimated 
to total $2. 4b. in 1985/86. 

Tbe government, wary of provok- 
ing unrest, bas moved cautiously, 
making selective price increases for 
subsidized goods and services like 
bread, petrol and electricity.

List of used car prices 
to come under scrutiny

Post Knesset Correspondent 

The State Comptroller will ex-* 
amine foe practice whereby most 
public bodies and insurance com- 
panies abide by one single list of used 
car prices compiled by one particular 
vehicle assessor. 

Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik. at the 
request of the Knesset State Control 
Committee, will study foe responsi- 
bilities of foe Controller of Insur- 
ance at foe Treasury, foe Transport 
Ministry, and the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Commissioner at the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade, with 
respect to foe publication of tbe used 
car price list in question and the 
adherence to it by public bodies and 
insurance companies. 

The committee also instructed foe 
Controller of Insurance to examine 
the reliability of the tables and fi- 
gures printed ia the special monthly 
publication on used car prices, made 
use of by ail the insurance com- 
panies. 

Committee chairman D3vid Liba'i 
said that most citizens have recourse 
at one time or another to the mate- 
rial in the used car price booklet, 
which bas implications reaching far 
beyond the sphere of buying and 
selling old cars. 

“The reliability of foe data must 
be subject to verification, and foe 
reasons why one publication is pre- 
ferred to another by various bodies 
should be examined,'* Prof. Liba'i 
said. 

The committee heard car assessor 
Yitzhak Levi, whose booklet is fol- 
lowed by most insurance companies, 
explain how be works out his data 
and prepares his booklet. The com- 


mittee statement .said that Lcm" 1 ' 
professional qualities mady a posi- 
tive impression. 

Seieral speakers streied thai 
they had no complaints or reflections 
on foe quality pf any particular price 
list, but mere!} wanted to serve foe 
public by making sure that the sys- 
tem enjoyed proper scrutiny. 

Uzi Landau (Likud) suifl: “The 
insurance companies want the used 
car prices to be higher than the true 
value so that they can charge 'fiighei 
insurance premiums.” 

Ya'ir Tsaban (Mapam) said: “ft 
doesn't seem right for the entire 
country to abide by one single price 
list." " ^ 

The chairman of foe Insurance 
Assessors Association. Shmuel Rav- 
Nof. said foe most suitable system 
would be for foe car owner to choose 
the list which seems appropriate to 
him when fixing the insurable value 
of his car. Following this the iiisui- 
ance company would pay the owner 
for damage or total loss according to 
that same list. 

The official authorities would 
naturally need to lay down the 
criteria for such used car lists. Rj\- 
Nof said.

To most Israelis the fact that the tin market in London, 
part of theLfrndon Metal Exchange, has been closed for 
tTadiB£.fhpsj of this month is not a subject to lose sleep 
over/TbBttfce price of oil has been failing for years is, by 
co ntrasLSOrne thing they know about- and the importance 
• of .which they appreciate. That the shares of Israeli banks 
were <>««* jtigh and then crashed is something that they 
know ?bout, do not appreciate and still - on occasion - 
losesleep'.over. 

The connection between tin, oil and bank shares, for 
those whose range of interests does not encompass all. of 
them. is-Very direct. The price of all of them was rigged in 
an inefficient market, until a prolonged downtrend 
revealed the underlying flaws in each case and triggered a 
collapse that had always been on the cards. 

In fact,' our own bank shares were the least successful 
. of these price-rigging cartels, in that they only had a run 
of some five or six years. Opec's dominance of the oil 
market lasted longer, from 1973 until 1982 or 1983, while 
iheJTC or International Tin Council, an organization of 
producers and consumers, managed to maintain a floor 
price in.their market for 25 years. 

tHk reason that these various cartels failed is so 
appallingly simple that one wonders it took so long in 
each case for the bluff to be called. 

A. commodity, whether tin, metal, bank shares or 
green cheese, is only sold at the price the cartel deter- 
mines. The demand for it is sufficient to ensure that 
quantities satisfactory to the cartel are purchased, and 
the inelastic demand permits a high price because the 
supply is limited artificially. 

' All this is text-book material - but so is the second 
part. In the Jong-run, say the text books, hardly anything 
has inelastic demand, since substitutes can be found. In 
many cases the supp|y cannot be controlled indefinitely 
either, since alternative sources can be obtained outside 
of the cartel. Finally, say the texts, tastes change under 
the pressure of market forces. 

fa. the context of tin and oil, it seems clear that as 
substitutes were found - and as non-Opec sources of oil 
expanded - demand weakened and the control of the 
market from the supply-side was lost. In essence, the 
ssftn«L thing happened to bank shares. Only here the 
search for a substitute was triggered by a change in tastes 
(to foreign currency). One of the arguments put forward 
by the bankers in the Bejski commission was that without 
;the circumstantial problem of the run to the dollar the 
•bank shares would never have collapsed. 


This is disingenuous, since the corollary of their 
argument is that the shares were inherently vulnerable, 
and had it not been the ran of foreign currency that did 
the damage, it could equally well have been anything 
else. The fundamental issue, which they have sought to 
avoid, is That the share market was artificially rigged and 
could not respond to normal changes in market forces in 
the accepted manner of changes in the relative price 
structure. 

In other words, bank shares couldn't fail, and this 
inflexibility, induced by the banks' own policy, preripi 
tated the collapse. 

The oil sheikhs' obtuseness preceded that of the 
bankers. Faced with falling demand in the world reces- 
sion and increasing supply from countries outside their 
cartel, they refused to lower their official prices- and the 
rest is history. 

The tin men. apparently no more intelligent than their 
prototype in the Wizard of Oz. also believed they could 
find some hocus-pocus that would enable them to 
convince everyone that the price could be held ad 
infinitum. 

Five years of non-stop slump in demand forced them to 
expend all their reserves on buying their own tin back in 
the market from people who were betting against their 
ability to hold the price. The bet was, of course, a 
one-way option, because the supply inevitably absorbed 
and exhausted the financial resources of the ITC. 

Lo and behold, the day came when the ITC could not 
meet its obligations to buy more tin from traders, and the 
London Metal Exchange was forced to stop trading 
before the price fell by a threatened one half to two 
thirds. 

In the background, the threat to the banks that 
financed the brokers, traders and other market partici- 
pants, and the unwillingness of government's to honour 
their obligations under the ITC arrangements, are se- 
rious enough to cast doubt on the very future of the LME 
as the world's primary metals market. 

It all sounds dreadfully familiar - and so it is. The 
funny thing is that people never seem to learn. Our own 
government of the day is currently engaged in propping 
up a rate for the shekel that grows more unreal with every 
passing day. 

When the pressure of selling the shekel becomes 
strong enough, the policy of exchange rate stabilization 
will go the way of the tin man. the oil sheikh and the 
speculative banker.

during 20,000 barrels a day within 10 
years - 10 per cent of current nation- 
al consumption. “We’re sitting on 
oil," declared Yerushalmi. 

Earlier in the day. Peres and Shah- 
al attended the cornerstone-laying 
ceremony for another Negev energy 
site, a field-testing station for solar 
energy technology at Sde Boker. 
The 20-dunam site is to serve both as 
a proving ground for new solar ener- 
gy products and as a research centre. 

“We as a nation squandered 
.money, on -the stock marker/- while 
ignoring our strongest stock - the 
Negev,” said Peres. He cited the 
relocation of Israel Defence Forces 
bases to the Negev, plans for irriga- 
tion projects and a railroad to Eilat, 
and new solar technology as a fulfill- 
ment of David Ben-Gurion's vision, 
saying that pioneering and science 
will redeem the desert. 

“I admit we didn't invent the 
sun,” concluded Peres, “but we are 
true pioneers in solar energy." 

A spokesman for the Egyptian 
Embassy in Israel told The Jerusalem 
Post at the cornerstone ceremony 
that Egypt was interested in solar 
energy and that the question of 
cooperation in this field would be 
discussed when the Egyptian pet- 
roleum minister arrives in Israel next 
week.

Jury awards Pennzoil $10.53b. 
in damages against Texaco 


HOUSTON (AP). - A State District 
Court jury ruled unanimously 
yesterday that Texaco Inc. deliber- 
ately interfered in a binding merger 
agreement between Pennzoil Co. 
and Getty Oil Co. and awarded 
Pennzoil S10.53 billion in damages. 

Jurors decided that Texaco must 
pay $7.53b. in actual damages and 
S3b. in punitive damages. 

The jury had been assigned the 
task of deciding whether Texaco 
used unethical tactics to break up a 
Pennzoil-Getty Oil Co. merger. 

Texaco said it would appeal the 
verdict. 

The trial, which began July 8. 
centered on Texaco's $10. lb. 
purchase of Getty OH Co. last year, 
the second-largest merger in U.S. 
corporate history. Pennzoil con- 
tended that Texaco forced Getty to 
break an earlier merger agreement. 
It did not ask that the merger be 


dissolved, but sought damages based 
on its argument that if it had suc- 
ceeded in the Getty merger, it would 
have acquired one billion barrels of 
oil and natural gas reserves. 

Texaco argued Pennzoil had no 
binding agreement to merge with 
Getty and that it filed the lawsuit to 
get revenge against a successful com- 
petitor. 

Pennzoil announced January 4. 
1984. that it had reached an “agree- 
ment in principle" with Getty's ma- 
jor stockholders - the Sarah C. Get- 
ty Trust and the J. Paul Getty 
Museum - to form a partnership. 

Texaco announced two days later 
that it would buy the museum's 
11. S% of Getty stock and would 
later acquire the entire company. 

Judge Solomon Casseb set a De- 
cember 5 hearing to decide whether 
to enter a final judgement approving 
the settlement. 


Imports of Scotch and brandy down 70%

TEL AVIV. - Israelis are drinking 
less Scotch whisky and French 
brandy, according to a survey just 
made by the Federation of Israeli 
Chambers of Commerce. The survey 
shows that if this October is com- 
pared to October 1984. there was a 
70% drop in the import of hard 
liquors. Only one other import was 
hit with the same severity - artificial 
furs, also a luxury item. 

Other items whose imports drop- 
ped severely during the past year are 


heavy earth-moving equipment 
(60%) and medicines and medical 
equipment (50%). 

Current inventories fell along a 
broad line during the year, although 
the drop was not so severe, indicat- 
ing that stocks have been low for a 
considerable time. 

The federation claims that the 
drop in imports and the low inven- 
tories are due mainly to high financ- 
ing costs and the fact that the open 
patam (dollar equivalent) accounts 
are no longer available. 


Inactive brokers lose their exchange seat

TEL AVIV. - The boand of directors 
of the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange has 
belatedly made public its decision to 
cancel the membership of Cohen & 
Polosetsky, a small brokerage firm 
that has a seat on the exchange. 

Acting on the basis of the ex- 
change's regulations, the board de- 
cided that the firm’s membership 
was no longer tenable, since it had 
stopped active trading some time 
ago and its level of activity even prior 
to this had been negligible. Cohen & 
Polosetsky had few customers, a 
small portfolio to manage, and an 
insufficient capital base to warrant 
its existence as a brokerage firm, 
according to the exchange.

Free shares move down

TEL AVIV. - The share market 
turned decisively lower yesterday, 
while the "arrangement" group and 
other dollar-linked shares made 
gains. 

In the background there was a 
growing feeling that the economic 
policy is coming under increasing 
pressure, both on the exchange rate 
and the price fronts. A spate of 
reports on the accumulation of infla- 
tionary and devuluationary press- 
ures may have underpinned the 
change of sentiment in the market. If 
so. whether this trend continues or 
not will be a useful indicator of the 
direction of the rest of the economy. 

At this stage, though, it is prob- 
ably wrong to read much into what 
might be random moves in the ever- 
volatile stock exchange. 

Volumes were generally some- 
what lower. Only in'the Treasury bill 
market, where the weekly auction 
took place, was there any increase. 
Once again the largest single turn- 
over was in the bill due to expire next 
week, where sell-orders worth 
IS 10. 5 billion were absorbed by the 
Bank of Israel with only a tiny rise in 
yields. 

The new four-week bill traded 
IS9.7b., and the 8-week bill IS4.Sb. 
This is a reconfirmation of the pat- 
tern that has been in force for three 
weeks, of less and less money being 
attracted to the Treasury bill mar- 
ket. 

The publication of the inflation 
figures for October, distorted 
though they may be. can only have 
reinforced this trend.

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Foolish politicking 

THE FORMAL justification offered by the justice minister. 
Moshe Nissim. for the tabling two months ago of an amend- 
ment to the 1948 Prevention of Terrorism Ordinance, was that 
contacts between Israelis and functionaries of terror organiza- 
tions - plainly meaning the several PLO factions - had lately- 
been on the rise, and that this was causing Israel grave security 
and political damage, and could not be tolerated. The same 
argument was advanced two days ago by Knesset Law Commit- 
tee chairman, Eli Kulas. in calling for support of the somewhat 
toughened-up version of the amendment that emerged from 
the committee and that will be passed to the plenum for a 
second and third reading next week. 

Neither Mr. Nissim nor his Liberal party colleague Mr. Kulas 
has bothered to back up his argument with any excess of proof. 
Their argument is in fact 3 s hollow as any political exercise, 
dressed up in the garb of legal necessity, is bound to be. 

Unauthorized contacts between Israelis and PLO functionar- 
ies are already proscribed by law. but showing a reasonable 
cause is now sufficient defence against prosecution. That is why 
Israeli newsmen have not been taken to court after in terviewing 
PLO representatives, nor have politicians who claimed to have 
been exploring wavs of advancing peace by talking to the PLO. 
But such contacts have not been on the rise, and they certainly 
do not pofe any security or political threat to this country. 

If the fear is that Israelis will transmit secret information to 
the terrorists, then it is clear that this danger will not be 
removed by the passage of the amendment. Spies know how to 
cover their tracks, and in my case there is a law against spying 
already on the books. The thrust of the amendment then is 
political: to demonstrate to all and sundry that Israel loathes 
artd does not recognize the Palestinian terrorists and will have 
no truck with them whatsoever, not even through unofficial 
contacts by individual Israeli citizens or/esidents. 

But that is obvious enough without the proposed change in 
the law. What the amendment really does- wit hour its sponsors 
realizing it. needless to say - is to expose Israel to ridicule and 
contempt as a giant frightened to death by the PLO - even to 
the extent of making it an offence punishable by three years' 
imprisonment for its academics, for example, to meet Palesti- 
nian academics abroad who may be members of the Palestinian 
National Council. 

It is possible, of course, that the PNC will not now be 
considered an arm of the PLO. although the Likud has 
contended all along that it is. In the absence of a clear statement 
on this point. Israeli students of literature visiting Columbia 
Llniversity in New York City would do well to keep away from 
Prof. Edward Said outside a protective public forum such as a 
classroom. There is also no doubt that, once the amendment is 
enacted into law. as it probably will be. it will be as much a 
crime for an Israeli journalist to talk to someone like the late 
Issam Sartawi as to an Abu Nidal. 

There are a lot of people, especially outside this country, who 
have been urging the government to recognize the PLO as the 
“sole legitimate representative” of the Palestinian people, for 
the purpose of negotiation. None of them, it seems, has 
suggested that the government has already done so by failing to 
pass anything like the now mooted legislation. 

Premier Shimon Peres has been crystal clear on this matter: 
Israel, he has in fact stated, is not only not about to recognize 
the PLO but it is wholly uninterested in the PLO's acknowledg- 
ing Israel’s “right to exist." That particular condition of 
America’s dealing with the PLO could therefore, as far as Israel 
is concerned, be waived. 

Clobbering the PLO is. however, popular enough an occupa- 
tion to explain even the Alignment’s mostly falling into line in 
support of a legal measure that would blacken Israel's name 
without doing anything to prevent terror against it. 

The invidious virus 

THE RACIAL slur hurled by Shlomo Kirat at his Arab 
colleagues in the national soccer team provides cause for 
national anxiety far transcending the playing-fields of Israel. 

Mr. Kirat is a supporter of the Kach movement, and his 
vicious sentiments show how far Meir Kahane's poison has 
spread. From the time of the creation of the State of Israel. 
Jews and Arabs have participated together in all kinds of sport, 
and have jointly represented the country. This is believed to be 
the first time any player has called for separation. 

Some consolation can be gleaned from the immediate and 
widespread indignation and rejection that Mr. Kirat's words 
inspired. The Israel Football Association condemned him 
fiercely, and announced that he was unfit to wear the national 
colours. Coach Yosef Mirimowitch declared that Mr. Kirat 
would never again represent Israel. The media were unanimous 
in denouncing him. Most pleasing of all. perhaps, is the vast 
number of soccer fans - representing a cross-section of the 
entire population - who hastened to assure Rifat Turk and Zahi 
Armeli. the victims of Mr. Kirat's attack, that they are solidly 
behind them. 

At first Mr. Kirat tried to suggest that the two Arabs were not 
wholehearted in their efforts for Israel, and that Jews playing 
alongside them could not feel motivated. That this was vile 
nonsense was clear to anybody who saw the World Cup games, 
either on the grounds or on television. Coach Mirimowitch said 
at once that they were among the best and most highly- 
motivated players in the national team. 

Pinhas Goldstein, chairman of the Knesset Sports Commit- 
tee. had a private interview with Mr. Kirat. telling him how 
much harm he had done to himself. Israeli soccer and his 
country. Thereafter Mr. Kirat half-apologized, saying that he 
had nothing against Mr. Turk and Mr. Armeli personally, and 
that they were good friends of ‘his. This is reminiscent of 
anti-Semites in the Diaspora saying that some of their best 
friends are Jews. 

But the Kahane follower stands firm on his Kach principle 
that Israel is a Jewish state for which no non-Jews should be 
allowed to play. The implications are frightening: this is how 
the Nazis talked about German sport and Jews in the Thirties. 
The equation of Zionism with racism must be scratched out not 
only when it is composed by the UN. but when it originates at 
home as well.

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The meaning 

of racism

MANY SENTIMENTS have been 
uttered over the past week about 
racism, both in connection with the 
10th anniversary of the Zionism- 
equals-tacism resolution, and the 
amendment of the Knesset regula- 
tions to enable the Speaker to keep 
Meir Kahane's racist bills off the 
Knesset agenda. 

But for all the expressions of out- 
rage at both the resolution and the 
bills, no one bothered to actually 
define the word "racism.'' 

The word is. in fact, problematic, 
as Daniel Patrick Moynihan. the 
former U.S. Ambassador to the UN 
explained in his General Assembly 
speech 10 years ago when the 
Zionism-equals-racism resolution 
was brought up in the UN. "The 
word 'racism'." Moynihan declared, 
"is a creation of the English lan- 
guage. and relatively new to it. It is 
not. for instance, to be found in the 
Oxfo'rd English Dictionary. The 
term derives from relatively new 
doctrines, all of them discredited, 
concerning the human population of 
the world, to the effect that there are 
significant biological differences 
among clearly identifiable groups, 
and that those differences establish 
in effect, different levels of human- 
ity. 

"Racism, as defined by Webster's 
Third New International Dictionary, 
is 'the assumption that... traits and 
capacities are determined by biolo- 
gical race and that races differ de- 
cisively from one another. 

"It farther involves -a belief in the 
inherent superiority of a particular 
race and its right to domination over 
others.'” 

MOYNIHAN then proceeded to ex- 
plain. on the basis of this definition, 
that Zionism could not possibly be 
racist. “It was the singular nature - if 
I am not mistaken, it was the unique 
nature - of that national liberation 
movement (Zionism) that, in con- 
trast with the movements that pre- 
ceded it. those of that time and those 
that have come since, it defined its 
members not in terms of birth but of 


belief,” he said. 

“Zionists defined themselves 
merely as Jews, and declared to be 
Jewish anyone bom of a Jewish 
mother ot- and this is the absolutely 
crucial fact - anyone who converted 
to Judaism. Which is to say in the 
terms of the International Conven- 
tion on the Elimination of all Forms 
of Racial discrimination, adopted by 
the General Assembly at its 20th 
session, anyone regardless of ‘race, 
colour, descent, or national or ethnic 
origin...’ 

“The State of Israel, which in time 
was created by the Zionist move- 
ment. has been extraordinary for 
nothing so much as the range of what 
I call sometimes 'racial stocks' from 
which it has drawn its citizenry. 
There are black Jews, brown Jews, 
white Jews, Jews from the Orient 
and Jews from the West... 

“Now I wish it to be understood 
that I am here making one point, and 
one point only, which is that whatev- 
er else Zionism may be. it is not and 
cannot be ‘a form of racism’.” 

MOYNIHAN’S argument has not 
been lost on Meir Kahane in his bid 
to cleanse himself of the "racist” tag. 

Kahane claims that he cannot 
possibly be a racist since be is willing 
to accept into the Jewish nation any 
Arab who will convert to Judaism. In 
other words, Kahane has nothing 
against the Arabs as a race, just 
against the Arabs as members of a 
nation hostile to the Jews and to 
Jewish national aspirations. 

But this brings us back to the 
International Convention of the Eli- 
mination of all Forms of Racial Dis- 
crimination mentioned by Moyni- 
han, which was passed by the UN 
General Assembly in 1963. and en- 
dorsed by Israel in 1979. 

This convention did not define 
racism, but in article 1 (1) it did 
define “racial discrimination” as 
“any distinction, exclusion, restric- 
tion or preference based on race, 
colour, descent, or national or ethoic 
origin which has the purpose or 
effect of nullifying or impairing the 


recognition, enjoyment or exercise 
on an equal footing, of human rights 
and fundamental freedoms in the 
political, economic, social, cultural 
or any other field of public life.” 

Thus, while on the basis of Webs- 
ter's definition of racism Kahane 
comes out clean, on the basis of the 
international convention on racial 
discrimination, Kahane may dearly 
be accused of inciting for "racial 
discrimination.” 

Hopefully, those who are current- 
ly busy drafting the amendment to 
the Israeli Penai Code so a s to make 
racial incitement an offence, are tak- 
ing all the semantic difficulties into 
account, and will include in the 
amendment a definition of the word 
“radsm” which will enable the legal 
system to stop incitement against 
Arabs as Arabs, and the propagation 
of philosophies aimed at their discri- 
mination and degradation. 

GIVEN THE STATE of war which 
exists between Israel on the one 
hand and most of the Arab states, 
and the various sections of the 
Palestinian national movement on 
the other hand, it is frequently diffi- 
cult to distinguish between legiti- 
mate limitations imposed on Arabs 
in Israel, the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip as a result of this state of 
war, and racial discrimination perse. 

The penal code amendment must 
take this distinction into account. 
Oearly there is a difference between 
those propagating the death sent- 
ence for terrorists (almost invariably 
Palestinians) who have committed 
acts of indiscriminate murder, and 
those propagating the expulsion of 
Arabs who are unwilling to recog- 
nize Jewish supremacy or to volun- 
tarily leave the country. 

But the problem of definition does 
not relate only to Israel's treatment 
of its Arab citizens, or the Arabs it 
rules over by force of the occupa- 
tion. It is frequently argued that the 
Law of Return, which Moynihan 
quoted as proof that Zionism cannot 
be racist, is. in fact, a racist law. 

In a recent talk dealing with cer- 
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rain legal aspects of Zionism. Profes- 
sor Ruth Lapidoth. of the Hebrew 
llniversity. explained that the Law 
of Return was in full accord with the 
International Convention on Racial 
Discrimination. In fact, article 1 (3) 
of the convention states that "No- 
thing in this convention may be in- 
terpreted as affecting in any way the 
legal provisions of states parties con- 
cerning nationality, citizenship or 
naturalization, provided that such 
provisions do nut discriminate 
against any particular nationality.” 

Though the non-Jewish spouses 
and children of Jewish immigrants 
are treated equally for the purposes 
of immigration, and in 1979 the 
Knesset enabled over 30U Viet- 
namese refugees to settle in Israel 
and attain Israeli citizenship, one 
cannot deny that the Law of Return 
is discriminatory against non-3ews - 
against all nationalities except the 
Jews. The discrimination however, 
is not "against a particular national- 
ity.” but against all nationalities ex- 
cept the Jewish one. 

This discrimination is. in fact, 
sanct ioned by article 1 I A) of the 
convention which states: "Special 
measures taken for the sole purpose 
of securing adequate udvunceme.Ti 
of certain racial or ethnic groups or 


individuals, requiring such protect 
lion as mjv be necessary in order to ....- 
. ensure to such group*- or individuals.'..' '■ 
equal enjoyment «*r exercise or htr-- . 
man rights and fundamental fr«~ 
doms. shaii not be deemed racial* . : 
discrimination provided, hmvever.". 
that >uch measures do nor. as a- -

SLOPPY USAGE

BY THE THOUGHTLESS use of 
the term racism, we are playing into 
the hands of our enemies. Now, as 
the world remembers the 10th 
anniversary of UN Resolution 3379, 
which equates Zionism with racism, 
clarity about the term becomes more 
important than ever. This is no time 
for sloppy terminology. 

I admire the adroitness of our 
Arab enemies in engineering that 
resolution. They made us - the real 
victims of radsm - the latter-day 
practitioners of that vice. 

But now, the Jewish state is falling 
into a trap which the Arabs never 
even ser for it. Israel is accusing itself 
of racism. Some Arab propagandists 
must have trouble containing their 
laughter. 

As for Rabbi Meir Kahane. 
the catalyst of all this talk of Israeli 
racism against Arabs. I do not share 
his blanket anti-Arab views and am 
against the discriminatory legislation 
he proposes. But all this can be 


fought and warded off in a democra- 
tic way, without hysterical legisla- 
tion that would "outlaw” racism. 

After all, we have Arabs and 
Communists and anti-Zionist reli- 
gious representatives in the Knesset. 
And Flatto-Sharon made good use 
of that institution without it being 
much worse off for the caper. 

What is in fact amazing is the 
absence of hatred towards Arabs by 
many, perhaps most. Israelis, a phe- 
nomenon that has often been 
observed, even during time of war. 
Whether this is based on a latent 
guilt feeling or uncertainty about 
why we are here, is a subject worthy 
of serious thought. 


But to the extent that there is 
dislike or hatred of Arabs - there is 
good reason for it after many pog- 
roms and five wars. There is nothing 
to be ashamed of in this entirely 
normal and moral reaction. 

ON THE OTHER hand, I also have 
no difficulty understanding the Arabs’ 
hatred of us. I sometimes wonder 
what I would think iflwere an Arab. 
Would I like the intruding Zionist 
Jews, some of them fleeing from a 
Holocaust I did not brjng about? I 
think not. I might not be an active 
terrorist, but I would certainly resent 
them. 

Would that make me (in my .Arab 


incarnation) a racist? By no means. 
Even if I extended my dislike to Jews 
per se. After all. world Jewry laTgely 
supports the “usurpers” of my land. 

By the same token, if I dislike 
those Arabs who foster war against 
my country* or who engage in terror- 
ist attacks against civilians, does that 
make me a racist? It makes me a 
normal human being which. I under- 
stand, is what one part of Zionism 
was originally all about. 

It is only the religious among us 
who have a different approach, 
based on Tora and later interpreta- 
tions. But that is another story. A„nd 
whatever it is, it is not racism in the

Sir. - Eliyahu Lankin contended 
(Letters to the Editor. November 
U) that 1 have only recently 
“jumped on the fashionable band- 
wagon" of libera) anti-apartheid atti- 
tudes. Mv record on this, rather 
different from his contention, is as 
follows: 

* I thought that the Vorster visit to 
Israel in 1976 would do us great 
harm, and when I leamt of it just 
when 1 was to assume my office as 
Director-Genera! of the Foreign 
Ministry. I tried to prevent it from 
taking place. When I was not able to 
stop it. since it was not initiated 
through Foreign Ministry channels. 1 
asked Foreign Minister Yiga! Allon 
to be allowed to assume my responsi- 
bilities at the ministry only after 
Vorster had left the country. 

* When Transkei became the first 
"homeland" to be granted inde- 
pendence by South Africa. I recom- 
mended to Foreign Minister Allon 
that Israel refrain from any diploma- 
tic recognition of. or contacts with, 
these creatures of the apartheid sys- 
tem. Allon accepted my recom- 
mendation. and this has remained 
official Israeli policy until this very 
day. Some Israeli MKs, who were 
invited privately by the South Afri- 
can government to attend the inde- 
pendence celebration of Transkei, 
were personally asked by me. on 
Alton’s instructions, to .refrain from 
becoming involved in what in our 
view could do Israel only harm, and 
they accepted our advice. 

* In the wake of the Vorster visit, 
Israeli senior ministers were invited 
to visit South Africa. Again on my 
recommendation.. Foreign Minister 


Allon succeeded in convincing those 
invited that such public visits would 
be harmful to Israel. The ministers in 
question accepted this position and 
cancelled their visits. 

★ Only after the formation of the 
Likud government in 1977 did Fi- 
nance Minister Simba Ehrlich visit 
South Africa, and the ensuing pub- 
licity helped the enemies of Israel to 
draw the insidious parallel berween 
apartheid and Zionism. At that time 
I was not. of course, in the Foreign 
Ministry any more , but in a speech at 
the World Zionist Congress which 
met in early 1978. I publicly criti- 
cised Mr. Ehrlich for undertaking 
the visit and thus helping the ene- 
mies of Israel. 

So far for the record. Mr. Lankin 
could have verified these points at 
the Foreign Ministry. 

On the other hand. I was happy to 
read in Mr. Lankin’s letter that what 
I have been told by South African 
opposition leaders (that the Embas- 
sy did not have contacts with them) 
was wrong. I am now satisfied that 
Ambassador Lankin invited some of 
these leaders to visit Israel, and also 
had invited some of them for lunch 
and Seder. The public perception, 
however, among liberal circles in 
South Africa has been that, as 
Ambassador. Mr. Lankin was less 
than outspoken in his critique of 
apartheid. Other Western ambassa- 
dors have repeatedly expressed 
themselves against apartheid, as 
have previous Israeli ambassadors. 
It may be just an oversight, but l 
failed to find one word of criticism of 
apartheid in Mr. Lankin's rather 
detailed and long letter.
